This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request for access to 
information pertaining to documents sufficient to show whether the personal residence and/or office 
of Donald Trump, within the Manhattan-based "Trump Tower," has a sprinkler system in case of 
fire; specifically whether Donald Trump himself installed one in his unit, as well as documents 
sufficient to show *when* sprinklers were installed in Donald Trump's unit. 

Access to the requested material is being denied pursuant to Title 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(7)(E). The 
citation of the aforementioned exemption(s) is not to be construed as the only exemption(s) that are 
available under the FOIA. Enclosed is a copy of a document that explains the exemptions in more 
detail. 

If you deem our decision an adverse determination, you may exercise your appeal rights. Should 
you wish to file an administrative appeal, your appeal should be made in writing and received 
within ninety (90) days of the date of this letter, by writing to: Freedom of Information Appeal, 
Deputy Director, U.S. Secret Service, Communications Center, 245 Murray Lane, S.W., Building 
T-5, Washington, D.C. 20223. If you choose to file an administrative appeal, please explain the 
basis of your appeal and reference the case number listed above. 

Additionally, you have the right to seek dispute resolution services from the Office of 
Government Information Services (OGIS) which mediates disputes between FOIA requesters 
and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. Please note that contacting the 
Secret Service’s FOIA Program and/or OGIS is not an alternative to filing an administrative 
appeal and does not stop the 90-day appeal clock. You may contact OGIS at: Office of 
Government Information Services, National Archives and Records Administration, 8601 Adelphi 
Road-OGIS, College Park, Maryland 20740-6001.

SI BSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 


Provisions of the Freedom of Information Act do not apply to matter that are: 

(b) (1) (A) speciflcalh authorized under criteria established b> an E\ecuti\e Order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or 

foreign polic> and (B) are in fact properly classified pursuant to such Executive order, 

(b) (2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices any agency; 

(b) (3) specificall) exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), if that statute: (A)(i) requires that the 

matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on the issue, or (ii) establishes particular criteria 
for withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld; and (B) is established after the date of enactment of the 
OPEN FOIA Act of 2009; 

(b) (4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential 

(b) (5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in

(D) could reasonable 
be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any private 
institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of a record or information compiled by a criminal 
law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security 
intelligence investigation, information furnished by a confidential source; (E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if 
such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law^ (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the 
life or physical safety of any individual 

(b) (8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by , on behalf of or for the use of an agency 
responsible for regulation or supervision of financial institutions; 

(b) (9) geological and geophysical infonnation and data, including maps, concerning wells.
